The Uanrard mau 
was none {other thaa F. W. Cobb, 
who was a fsmous quarter back in 
the Hanrard eleven in the early 90s. 
lie came to the I'acific coast in 1894, 
anil, after drif'.inir around about a 
year Workui^ on newspapers at the 
pittance of per week, left in 

March, 1 "^HS, for Alaska. Cohli was 
Well known all over the Kost. He 
was one of the be.st of Harvard's 
quarter backs, and was oonsklercd a 
splendid sU-ronnd alUeta. 

Cobb's Ills oa the Northsta Pacific 
coast and In Alaafca rsads like a ro- 
msnce. From sirained cironmatan- 
ces he boa followed his streak of 
luck, till now he is independently 
rich and nniply able to gratify ail the 
liixnriDiis ta-Us of his nature. 

He secured funds from eastern aud 
New York irelatiTea to purchase an 
outtit and provisions, and sailed uu 
March 17, IMIO. Cobb's first expe- 
riences in Alaska were similar to thoee 
of the average ••tenderfoot." He 
ilrifted about from place to place, 
finally reaching Circle City last sum- 
mer. He was without fun I-, and 
looked forwanl to Hjiendiii^' ihc win- 
ter iu the frozen uorlli ulmo>t dc- 
peiulenl upon tlie generosity of tli 
friends he iii.'idc iii the region.

I'hiscator 
a^Ticd to prospect up the Klondyke 
from the nioiuli of the l!oiri;i/,:i, 
while C iMi followed the latter -.tieain 
to its coulinea with Kl Doraibi, nine 
miles up. Kach agreed to share with 
the other. A week after tbey parted 
Cobb bad located a claim on El Dor- 
ado, anil was thereby entitled by 
riiilit of discovery to twice the 
nniniiut of I'round usually allotted. 
Ill liunieil down to the mouth of 
the creek and found I'lii^cator, re- 
turning froiu a fruitless search after 
go). I. lie told I'hiscator of his fintl, 
ami the two iiieu hurried to Cobb's 
claim. I'hiscator located alongside 
of Cobb. The two men began work 
at once, the pans running as high as 
810on tbe surface. They bad struck 
it rich. Laying down bis shovel 
after tlie second day's prospecting 
Coldi said : 

•l-'rank. this creek i-, .--tii Id,- ! with 
gold from here to headwaters. \\ e 
will call it Kl Dorado. ' ' 

And ao it has been known from 
that time.
